SB 678 - HB 822

SUMMARY OF BILL: Authorizes the Tennessee State Veterans’ Homes Board (Board)
to name the campus, buildings, facilities, and grounds of any state veterans’ home. Authorizes
the administrator of each veterans’ home to name portions of the campus. Specifies the
provisions under which naming may occur.

Requires the Board to create a committee to recommend names to the Board, and request input

from certain individuals. Requires that any dedication plaque or comparable marking must be
funded by the person who made the suggestion or by donations.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

NOT SIGNIFICANT

Assumptions:

e Based on information provided by the Department of Veterans Services, any additional
work is expected to be absorbed within existing personnel; therefore, there will not be a
significant increase in departmental expenditures under this legislation.

¢ Under the provisions of this legislation, any dedication plague or comparable marking

must be funded by the person who made the suggestion or by donations; as a result, any
fiscal impact is estimated to be not significant.
